Killed by Lightning. 


The dead body of John H. Shutz 55 


years old, a farmer, residing in Manches- 
ter township, York county, was found on 
Thursday morning by Charles Zarfoss, a 
neighbor, lying in a field, near the barn at 
his home. From the appearance of the 
body and clothes, which were torn to 
shreds, the man was evidently struck by 
lightning. As everything indicated that 
the body had been lying there for some 
time, it is surmised that the man met his 
death during one of the electrical storms 
on Suaday. Zarfoss, who had not seen 
his neighbor for several days, started an 
investigation. He-found the doors of the 
house locked and then started for the barn 
On his way he found the body of Shutz. 
It was in a bad state of decomposition 
One shoe and stocking had been torn from 
his foot and the shoe was picked up along 
a fence some distance away from the body. 
The other shoe was torn td shreds 
The 


clothing was also ripped to pieces below 
waist. A furrow nine feet long had been 
plowed in the ground by the bolt. 


Motorcycle and Truck Collide. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock on Wednesday 


morning, Curtis Beck, who was riding a 
motorcycle on the York 'pike near Ab- 
bottstown, collided with a motor truck 
owned'by the Gulf Refining Co. Beck 
and a companion.

Daniel E. Barnitz 


Crushed Under Train. 


Daniel E. Barnitz was crushed to death " 


on Tuesday morning about 2 o'clock under 
a Western Maryland freight train, on 
Third street, in Hanover, opposite the J. S. 
Kinsey ice cream manufacturing plant. 
Mr, Barnitz had been in declining health 
for the past two years and had only re- 
turned last week from Mt. Hone Sanitari- 
um. During the past several years he had 
nade his home with his sister, Mrs. J. O. 
Swartz, of Lincoln Way, East. On Satur- 
day evening, he went to Hanover to spend 


few days with his nephews and niece liv- 
ng there. 


At an early hour on Tuesday morning, 


he had occasion to go down stairs and the 
supposition is that being unable to sleep 
ic started for a walk and wandered along 
the car tracks. The freight was standing 
itill and when it moved on the trainmen 
'elt a slight bumping of the caboose which 
they thought was caused by a broken or 
disjointed rail and stopped the train. Up- 
on examination, they found the body of a 
dead man lying across the tracks, which 
was identified as that of Daniel Barnitz by 
;hose summoned to the scene. 


The body was jound lying on the south 


rail, face upward. One rail was beneath 
;he small of the back. His left hand was 
stretched above his head and on the tracks 
ay his hat uninjured The right hand and 
arm were lying scross the abdomen, the 
arm and hand being crushed and cut 
and the abdomen lacerated, from the pass- 
ng over of the caboose. The body was 
not contorted, nor were t'aere any further 
>ruises or cuts. The unfortunate man's 
;oat was lying nearby in the grass. 


How Mr. Barnitz met death will remain 


i mystery. It is evident that only the 
wheels of the caboose ran over his body. 
It is supposed Mr. Barnitz fell between the 
caboose and the adjoining car in getting 
aboard the train. He was also subject to 
neuralgia of the heart which may have 
caused his death or his falling across the 
rails. 


Deceased was a son of Daniel H. Barn- 


itz and was born and raised at the old 
Barnitz homestead along the Carlise pike, 
about 3 miles from New Oxford. For 
many years he was in the cattle busidess, 
but several yeers ago he retired. 


Mr. Barnitz is survived by one sister, 


Mrs. James O. Swartz, of this place, and 
three nephews and a niece, residing in 
Hanover. The deceased was aged 66 
years. Funeral on Thursday, services at 
the home of his nephew, Walter Barnitz, 
Hanover, at 2 p. m., the Rev. A. M. Heil- 
man officiating.

Daniel E. Barnitz 
Crushed Under Train* 


Daniel E. Barnitz was crushed to death 
on Tuesday morning about 2 o’clock under 
a Western Maryland freight train, on 
Third street, in Hanover, opposite the J.S. 
Kinsey iee cream manufacturing plant. 
Mr* Barnitz had been in declining health 
for the past two years and had only re* 
turned last week from Mt, Hope Sanitari­ 
um. During the past several years he had 
made his home with his sister, Mrs. J. O. 
Swartz, of Lincoln Way, East. On Satur­ 
day evening, he went to Hanover to spend 
a few days with his nephews and niece liv­ 
ing there. 


At an early hour on Tuesday morning, 
he had occasion to go down stairs and thc 
supposition is that being unable to sleep 
he started for a walk and wandered along 
the car tracks. The freight was standing 
still and when it moved on the trainmen 
felt a slight bumping of thc caboose which 
they thought was caused by a broken or 
disjointed rail and stopped thc train. Up­ 
on examination, they found thc body of a 
dead man lying across the tracks, which 
was identified as that of Daniel Barnitz by 
those summoned to the scene. 


The body was jound lying on the south 
rail, face upward. One rail was beneath 
thc small of thc back, His left hand was 
stretched above his head and on the tracks 
lay his hat uninjured. Thc right hand and 
arm were lying scross thc abdomen, the 
arm and hand being crushed and cut 
and thc abdomen lacerated, from the pass­ 
ing over of tho caboose. Thc body was 
not contorted, nor were there any further 
bruises or cuts. The unfortunate man’s 
coat was lying nearby in the grass. 


How Mr. Barnitz met death will remain 
a mystery. It is evident that only the 
wheels of the caboose ran over his body. 
It is supposed Mr, Barnitz fell between the 
caboose and thc adjoining car in getting 
aboard thc train. He was also subject to 
neuralgia of the heart which may have 
caused his death or his falling across the 
rails. 


Deceased was a son of Daniel II, Barn­ 
itz and was born and raised at the old 
Barnitz homestead along the Carlise pike, 
about 3 miles from New Oxford. For 
many years he was in thc cattle busidess, 
but several yecrs ago lie retired, 


Mr. Barnitz is survived by one sister, 
Mrs. James O, Swartz, of this place, and 
three nephews and a niece, residing in 
Hanover, The deceased was aged 60 
years. Funeral on Thursday, services at 
the home of his nephew, Walter Barnitz, 
Hanover, at 2 p. m., the Rev. A. M. Heil­ 
man officiating.

and proof against burglar's jimmy, 
besides being simple In construction 
and inexpensive to make, has just been 
patented by Julius Grosamann of New 
York. 


The inventor got his idea when drop-

Ing one night. It occurred to him that 
if such a bar could be dropped inside 
the door by the mere turning of a key 
outside, it -K-ould famish greater se- 
curity than any other method of lock* 
ing.

Creation as Tofd by Brazilian Tribe 


Greatly Rtaamblea th« Biblical 


Tale. 


An account of the creation, as ra> 


luted by members of the tribe of In- 
dians living in the mountains which 
divide Brazil from British Guinea, 
has been received at the University of 
Pennsylvania from Or William C. 
Farabee, leader of the Amazon expe- 
dition of the university museum. The 
tribe never before had seen a white 
man, according to Doctor Farabee, 
and had been cut off from the rest of 
the world for manv centuries. 


In the account told by them to the 


explorer it was related that a great 
tree bearing on its branches all kinds 
of fruits and vegetables had been in. 
existence. 


The legend of the tree is that in the 


beginning there were two gods. Tumin- 
kar and his brother, Duwid. Tumin- 
kar created man and woman and after- 
ward the lower animals, and Duwid 
brought men and women food from 
the tree. The people later learned the 
location of the tree and told Duwid 
that he need not trouble himself to 
bring them food any more. 


Duwid then told the people that it 


should be as they wished, but that

Laying Submarine Cables. 


England makes most of the subma- 


rine telegraph cables nowadays, but 
some are manufacvur&fi in Germany. 
Cables are made in two-mile lengths, 
and as each such section is completed, 
its electrical resistance is tested by a 
special machine, and carefully noted. 
When a cable is made it is put on 
board the cable ship which is to sub- 
merge it. There are now over forty* 
such steamers employed, not wholly 
for laying cables, of course, but for re- 
pairing them when injury occurs. By 
determining the resistance of the ef- 
fective portion of a damaged cable, it 
is possible to put a repairing steamer 
within a mile or so of where the 
break occurs, and repairs are some- 
times very speedily made, though on 
other occasions, because of bad weath- 
er or other causes, weeks are often oc- 
cupied in this work. An Atlantic ca- 
ble is usually laid in little over a week. 
The last Atlantic cable was laid from 
Penzance, Cornwall, England, to Bay 
Roberts, Newfoundland, in 13 days, by 
the Colonia, the biggest cable-laying 
ship in the world.—American Review 
of Reviews.

Gas companies, faced with the peril 


of seeing their product supplanted by 
electricity, are struggling vigorously to 
find arguments that will prove the su- 
periority of gas over electricity for 
lighting, cooking and heating. 


The advocates of electricity urge 


that electric lamps do not pollute 'the 
air with the products of incomplete 
combustion and do not form hot com- 
bustible gases that must be removed. 


The advocates of gas reply that the 


great production of heat by gaslight 
fixtures brings about a natural venti 
lation effect through the air currents it 
produces, so that the deleterious gas- 
eous products of combustion are never 
allowed to accumulate in the air They 
also assert that microbes in the air are 
destroyed by the gas flame and by the 
traces of combustion like sulphurous 
acid, which exhibit an antiseptic na- 
tion. 


Dr. K. Ahlborn reports to a German 


medical magazine on experiment* 
made in the Hygienic institute of tbe 
University of Munich. In a room of 
57 cubic meters' capacity with arti- 
ficial ventilation the number of bacte- 
ria in a unit volume of air decreased

BIG REWARD FOR INVENTIONS 


British Government la Encouraging 
tdtaa Tending to Improve Devel­ 
opment of Army Equipment. 


That there are handsome rewards 
for those who are able to devise im­ 
provements in guns and machinery Is 
shown in sums that have been paid in 
fees to inventors at army ordnance 
factories for the year ending March, 
1914, 
No less than £4,000, for in­ 
stance, was paid to Col. C. L. Holden, 
late superintendent of the royal guu 
and carriage factories, for various in­ 
ventions and improvements connected 
with ordnance mountings, machine 
tools, etc., in addition to £500 paid on 
another account; while £2,860 was 
paid to Mr. W. T. Thomson, chemist 
and manager, 
respectively, of the 
Royal Gunpowder factory, for improve­ 
ments in the -manufacture of nitro­ 
cellulose and accompanying apparatus, 
in addition to a previous £1,150. 


Smaller amounts, such as £250 to 
Mr, W, H. Turton, manager of the 
Royal Gun factory, for improved ma­ 
chines for the manufacture of ord­ 
nance; £100 to Mr. W. Lambert for a 
process for testing steel bullets; £25 
each to William Rogers and E. F, Pul- 
lar 
for labor-saving and improved 
tools for use at the Royal Carriage 
department, and 
£20 to Assistant 
Foreman S. Capon, Royal Gun Factory 
forges, for improved muflio for use in 
forges, have also been paid.—Tit-Bits.

On June loth the county commissioners 


finished paying bounty claims for the kill- 
ing of noxious animals. The aggregate 
amount paid to local hunters and trappers 
between June 1 and 15 was about $800. 
Under the amendatory Act of 1915. all 
claims for bounties for killing noxious ani- 
mals will hereafter be presented to the 
Game Commissioner at Harrisburg. The 
pelts of animals must now be sent to the 
department at Haprisburg and notice is 
given whether the claims are accepted or 
rejected after which payment is made di- 
rect to claimants, for all proper claims. 


U. 8. Liphart, living on a farm near 


Windsor, York county, will receive bounty 
for trapping a weasel in his trousers. He 
made affidavit before Justice Heindel to 
the fact and had the head of the animal 
forwarded to the commissioners' office. 
Liphart was plowing when he noticed the 
weasel chasing a chipmunk. He went to 
the rescue of the chipmunk and the weasel 
turned on him and made a dart up his 
pantaloon leg, ascending rapidly. When 
he got as far as the knee Liphart seized it 
and choked the life out of it. 


To put an end to the collection of boun- 


ties for the killing of noxious animals, ex- 
cept when the animals have reached an 
age where they are able to kill game or 
take care of themselves. Dr. Jos. Kalbf us} 
secretary of the state game commission, 
has prepared a statement which is being 
sent broadcast over Pennsylvania. Here- 
tofore, bounties in Adams and other coun- 
ties have been collected in hundreds of in- 
stances on unborn animals taken from 
killed females or animals just, newly born. 


Christian T. Shenk, of Millersville, com- 


mitted suicide on Saturday night, at the 
Kindig House, in Lancaster, by sending a 
bullet into his head. He was a deputy 
revenue collector until recently, when he 
lost his position thru a change of collect- 
ors. Shenk registered as "stranger", leav- 
ing directions not to be called. His failure 
to appear caused his bedroom to be enter- 
ed, and his dody was found on the bed, a 
hand tightly grasping a revolver. He had 
recently separated from his wife. 


Governor Brumbaugh has cut $1,381,- 


570 from the general appropriation bill 
carrying the funds for the conduct of the 
State government, which provided for 
$32,731,146.42 when it was sent to him in 
the closing hours of the legislature. The 
cut is the most extensive in a general bill 
in years, probably the greatest, and doz- 
ens of items are reduced by the executive 
as part of his program of making the ap- 
propriations stay within the "predictable 
income." 


A few hours before being notified of the 


death of her husband, killed on Thursday 
afternoon by the collapse of a schoolhouse 
he was helping to tear down at Rockville, 
Dauphin county, Mrs John McGregor, of 
Lancaster, dreamed that her husband was 
standing by her side and he looked like a 
corpse, though upright. She w as so pros- 
trated by the news of his death that she 
became seriously ill and is under medical 
care. 


Peter Deeter. aged 74 years, died at 


Shamokin Friday. During the Civil War 
he fought three years with the 76th Pa. 
Vols, and then re-enlisted for the remaind- 
er of the conflict. He was in many bat- 
tles and at Gettysburg engaged in a dual 
with a Southerner, in which both were 
badly wounded by sword thrusts. Deeter 
lying for six months in a hospital before 
he could go to the front again. 


Meeting his brother for the first time 


fn forty-one years, David Clayton, aged 
65 years, of Wheeling, W. Va., died sud- 
denly at South Bethlehem. Mr. Clayton 
had just arrived in South Bethlehem and 
greeted his brother Alexander Clayton, 
when he foil to the floor. The joy of the 
meeting had been too much for the West 
Virginian and had brought on a fatal 
stroke of paralysis. 


Her jaws locked as the result of fright,

The dog's head was sent to Phila- 
delphia on Tuesday for diagnosis. Pasteur 
treatment is being given to Miss Mabel 
Kunkle and Harry Diehl, two of the vic- 
tims. 


Hearing a basin fall, Mrs. William Sipe, 


living on the Accomic road, above Wrights- 
ville, opened the door of the house and 
sprang back horrified when a five-foot 
blacksnake, which had been standing on 
its tail along fthe door jamb, shoved its 
head -inside and hissed at her. Lawrence 
Smith, her nearest neighbor, killed the 
snake with a hoe. 


Falling a distance of 25 feet from the 


roof of a barn, Charles Liphart, a Hallam, 
York county, tinner, was probably saved 
from being dashed to death by alighting 
on a plot of ground softened by the recent 
rains. As a result of the accident, Mr. 
Liphart is confined to bed, suffering from 
bruises on his body and from internal in- 
juries. 


Frank C. Bosler, of Carlisle, millionaire 


ranch owner and organizer of western irri- 
gation projects, was thrown from an un- 
trained colt at Carlisle and seriously in- 
jured about the head and shoulders. He 
was found by Officer Boyd and removed 
to a local hospital. He recovered con- 
sciousnes and is expected to recover. 


When a huge can of kerosene, thrown 


into a fire, exploded, Joseph Kostok, six 
years old, and Stephen Bertsik, 5 years 
old, of Buck Run, were fatally burned. 
Both died in the Pottsville hospital a short 
time later. Michael Kostok, 8 years old, 
a brother of the dead boy, is dying. 


The explosion of a lamp caused the de-

Narrow Escape From Death 


As Engine Strikes Auto. 


Unable to put on speed or to stop his 


Reo automobile in which he and his fami- 
ly were going to Hanover on a pleasure 
trip about 8 o'clock on Saturday evening, 
LeRoy Rife, who lives in Mt. Pleasant 
township, about 1,'j miles south-wc=t ot 
New Oxford, attempted to cross the West- 
ern Maryland tracks on Carlisle street in 
Hanover after coasting down Bunker Hill, 
and was struck by the Gettysburg engine 
which suddenly tho slowly ran from be- 
hind the billboard on his left.

In a melancholy state of mind, Mrs. 


Charles Strasbaugh, night nurse in the in- 
sane department at the county home, at- 
tempted suicide by cutting her throat with 
a razor, on Tuesday about 1 o'clock p. m. 
After inflicting the wound she attempted 
sew it up and made three stitches with on 
ordinary needle and white thread. She 
was found in her room about 4 hours later 
by her huaband. She had become weak 
from the loss of blood but the gash had 
narrowly escaped the jugular vein, and the 
injury it is thought not to be serious. Dr. 
Diehl was summoned and gave her the ne- 
cessary attention. The gash required nine 
stitches to close. Mrs. Strasbaugh with a 
number of other women, employed at the 
home, had washed during Tuesday morn- 
ing. They stopped work about 10 o'clock, 
and Mrs. Strasbaugh went to her room to 
lie down until noon. When the bell was 
rung for dinner, her husband, who was also 
in the bedroom, went downstairs, after his 
wife had told him she was tired and would 
rest during the dinner hour. He thought 
nothing more of it and went to his dinner. 
She was not present at the supper table at 
5:30 and her husband, fearing something 
wrong, hastened to the room. He found 
her there, lying on the bed in a pool of 
blood. She told him she had committed 
the act about 1 o'clock. Mrs. Strasbaugh 
has been a nurse at the county institution 
for about three years. Her husband is also 
employed at the home.

Watonga, Okla.—One part of north- 


western Oklahoma which is rich in 
the myths of the cowboy days is the 
land to the north of the Eagle Chief. 
Much of the early lore of romantic 
nature has been«iost, but there are a 
few old-timers who vividly remember 
the trials of pioneer Jife and of the 
romances which, like the cattle, once 
covered the* valley of this small 
stream. 


The m«cca for the cowmen was 


the frontier town of Caldwell, Kan. 


One of the most famous ranches 


along the Eagle Chief was the T-5. 


Every ranch bad its history, many 


of them reading like fiction more than 
of the life which these big-hearted 
men of the plains led. 
Of the to 


this story will deal. 


On a hill overlooking the valley of 


the Eagle Chief is an almost forgot- 
ten grave. 


Johnny Potts. 


Within vhe. grave lie the remains 


of Johnny Potts. 
Where he came 


from it is not known, but those who 
were his friends believed him to be 
the son of a rich Eastern man. 


One Ben Franklin was foreman on 


the T-5 ranch. Franklin boasted of 
the many men that had fallen at the 
point of his gun. Men who worked 
under him must obey; they had to 
work, for to be obstinate was like 
playing with powder over a fire. 


About this time Johnny Potts ap- 


peared on the T-5 asking for work. 
Potts was unknown to them. He dis- 
played signs that he was well edu- 
cated and had not been raised in the 
rough cow camps of the West His 
work on the Tr5 was faultfess. 


He soon became very popular with 


the T-5 boys, which fact made for 
him an everlasting enemy in the 
person of Franklin. Many times the 
foreman sought a quarrel with Potts 
either with the intention of killing 
him or to have an excuse of getting

Caldwell came as invited guests, 
while the dance was in full progress 
a visitor at the ranch came to Potts 
asking him for the loan' of his re- 
volver to shcot a coyote that was 
about to stampede the horses. 
The 


revolver was returned to the owner 
soon afterward. 
Potts did not ex- 


amine the gun to see whether or not 
the other shells had been exploded. 
Later in the evening Franklin and 
Potts met. The former started a 
quarrel. Franklin drew his gun but 
before he could fire Potts' revolver 
snapped twice.in the face of the fore- 
man. Franklin fired and Potts fell 
dead. 
Someone had extracted the 


shells from his gun. 


Franklin later escaped from the 


dance hall and drifted to Montana. 


Potts' body lies today on the hill- 


top overlooking the silent stream of 
the Eagle Chief. 


His grave is unmarked.

At That Height Two Hundred Miles ef 


the Earth, In Every Direction, 


May B« 8««n—It* Effect 


on the Nerves. 


Augustus Post writes of the "Experi- 


ences of an Airman." He has been up 
four miles and tells how the earth 
looks from that altitude. 


'"Fbr every mile's ascent." he writes. 


•96 miles of view open out. so that 
at the highest point I have reached, 
more than four miles, one could see 
200 miles on the earth's surface In 
every direction, unless low-hanging 
clouds lie between the aeronaut and 
the rest of humanity. Sometimes like 
fields of polar ice, sometimes opal and 
rose and gold—it is a wonderful thing 
to see the upper side of a sunset— 
the floor of the clouds, ever shifting, 
ever taking on more varied shapes, 
moves beneath you, of you rise 
through a high-floating one, in a brief 
white solitude. 


"One side of the cloud floor may 


be red above the last rays of the sun, 
while waves of orange, purple and sul- 
phurous yellow stretch across to the 
cold blues of the east and the silver 
splendor of the moon, for it is at full 
moon that long distance balloon races 
are always arranged to take place. 
Here and there fountain-like forms 
rise from the mass stretching beneath 
you and curl back like giant flowers; 
they are currents of hot air breaking 
chrough the cloudbank from below. 


"Your pulse rate rises, your respira- 


tion grows fasterj perhaps your hands 
and feet are a trifle numb, as the 
barograph needle rises—indeed, by 
this time it has risen above the card 
entirely, for the instruments common- 
ly in use record only to 16,000 feet, 
and is making its mark in the metal 
cylinder; in time it will leave the cyl- 
inder altogether. 
^ 


"If you open a bottle of water the 


air that has been confined at a lower 
level pops out as if you were open- 
ing a bottle of charged water. Going 
higher .still—for men have reached an 
altitude of seven miles—the air is so 
thin that one must take along oxygen' 
to breathe, the pressure of sea level 
being 15 pounds. Up here you are sub- 
jected to only half the pressure; you 
feel lighter than cork; the nerves are 
drawn taut

Cook them un- 
til tender, letting them soak at first 
in cold water with a half-teaspoonful 
of soda, then the strong flavor will be 
removed. Dress with cream, salt and 
pepper, or with arich white sauce. 


Lettuce and Asparagus Salad.—Take 


cooked asparagus tips, arrange on let- 
tuce and serve with French dressing. 
Or a few sliced tomatoes and cucum- 
bers, alternating the two, will make a 
most attractive and tasty salad. 


Fig Pudding—Take a cupful of 


chopped suet, one pound of figs, three 
eggs, two cupfuls of bread crumbs, one 
cupful of sugar and a cupful of milk. 
Mix well and steam three hours. For 
the sauce soften a half cupf'dl of but- 
ter, add a. cupful of sugar, and when 
light add a tablespoonful of vanilla 
and a well-beaten egg. 


A most enjoyable vegetable salad 


which might be served for this dinner 
in place of the ones mentioned is 
shredded cabbage, which has been well 
crisped in water and served with vine- 
gar, sugar and .thick cream, either 
sweet or sour. If sweet cream is used, 
less sugar will be needed. A dash of 
salt.is an improvement. 


Clear Tomato Soup.—For a dinner 


with the main dish a roast, a light 
soup will be most appropriate. Strain 
the tomato, add two tablespoonfuls 
each of butter and flour cooked to- 
gether, or cornstarch will make a 
clearer soup. Season with' salt, onion, 
peppercorns and a .little shredded 
green pepper if liked.

W. M. Summer Schedule. 


The Summer schedule of the Western 
Maryland railroad which went into effect 
on Sunday, June 20th contains a number 
of changes. The train arriving in New 
Oxford at 9;01 a, in. going east, is changed 
to 10:01 a. m.; this train will run from 
Ilighfield to York and is daily, except 
Sunday. The daily train west from Bal­ 
timore to HighfieJd will arrive here at 9:48 
a. m,, instead of 9;49 a. m., as heretofore. 
The 4:07 p. m. train from ilighfield to 
Baltimore, daily, is changed to G:12 p. m., 
and the train west at 5:12p. m. from York 
will now reach New Oxford according to 
schedule, at 0:29 p. m., daily except Sun­ 
day.

jwas made of the cost of doing the 


i business so regulated, nor was any 


I attention given to the fact whether 
isuch a rate would yield to the rail- 
jway companies an adequate or any 


I net return upon the capital invested 
Jin conducting this class of business. 
i "Such a. law was passed in "West 
i Virginia in 1907. The Norfolk and 


i Western Railway Company put the 
irate into effect and maintained it for 
two years. 
Its accounting during 


; these two years showed that two 
; cents a mile per passenger barely 
jpaid the out-of-pocket cost and noth- 
iing was left to pay any return on 
j capital invested. It sought relief from 
jthe courts. 
Expert accountants for 


both the State and the Railway Com- 
pany testified that the claims of the 
railroad were sustained by the facts. 
Two cents did, not pay the cost of 
carrying a passenger a mile. The 
State, however, contended- that the 
railroad was earning enough surplus 
on its state freight business to give a 
fair return upon the capital used in 
its passenger as well as its freight 
business. 
For the purposes of the 


case, the railroad did not deny this, 
but held to its contention that the 
State could not segregate its pas- 
senger business for rate fixing with- 
out allowing a rate that would be 
sufficient to pay the cost of doing 
business and enough to give some 
return upon the capital invested in 
doing, the business regulated.. This 
was the issue presented to the Su- 
preme Court 
Its decision responds 


to the judgment of the fair-minded 
sentiment of the country. The Su- 
preme Court says that, even though 
a railroad earns a surplus on a par- 
ticular, commodity by charging rea- 
sonable rates, that affords no reason 
for compelling it to haul another's 
person or property for less than cost, 
The surplus from a reasonable rate 
properly belongs to the railway com- 
pany. If the surplus is earned from 
an unreasonable rate then that rate 
should be reduced. The State may 
not even up by requiring the railroad 
to carry other traffic for nothing or 
for less than cost 
The decision Is a wholesome one 


and demonstrates that the ordinary 
rules of fair dealing apply to railway 
companies. The fact that one makes 
a surplus on his wheat crop would 
never be urged as a reason for'com- 
pelling him to sell his cotton at less 
-than cost. It would not satisfy the 
man who wanted bread to be told 
that its high price enabled the cotton 
manufacturer to get his raw product 
for less than cost. In this case the 
court reaffirmed the homely maxim 
that each tub must stand upon its 
own bottom."

good reasons or otherwise, increase, 
taxes can be equally increased. The 
railroads, while servants of the pub- 
lic, cannot raise money with such 
ease and facility." The railroads must 
keep their expenditures within their 
incomes because while they have 
some control over their expenditures 
they have almost no control over their 
incomes, their rates being fixed by 
public authorities. 


"There is not a railway manager in 


the country today who is not fearful 
that under the press of increasing de- 
mands the transportation systems of 
the country will, in a few.years, break 
down, unless the railroads are allowed 
to earn larger -funds wherewith to 
build it up. There- are vast sections 
of the country, especially in the West, 
where more railroads are needed and 
they cannot be built unless the rail- 
ways raise new capital. 


"People invest money in. order to 


make money, and they are skeptical 
as to whether they can make money 
by investing in concerns that are dealt 
with stringently and unfairly. Rail- 
road securities must be made more 
attractive to invite investments, and 
In order that they may be made mors 
attractive, the roads must be allowed 
earnings that will enable them to 
meat the increased capital charges.

At That Height Two Hundred Mllee ef 
the Earth, In Every Direction, 
May- Be 8een—Its Effect 
an the Nerves. 


Augustus Post writes of the "Experi­ 
ences of an Airman." He has been up 
four miles and tells how the earth 
looks from that altitude. 


"Fbr every mile's ascent," he writes, 
"96 miles of view open out, so that 
at the highest point I have reached, 
more than four miles, one could see 
200 miles on the earth’s surface In 
every direction, unless low-hanging 
clouds lie between the aeronaut and 
the rest of humanity. Sometimes like 
fields of polar ice, sometimes opal and 
rose and gold—it is a wonderful thing 
to see the upper side of a sunset— 
the floor of the clouds, ever shifting, 
ever taking on more varied shapes, 
moves beneath 
you, 
o f you 
rise 
through a high-floating one, in a brief 
white solitude. 


"One side of the cloud floor may 
be red above tho last rays of the Bun, 
while waves of orange, purple and sul­ 
phurous yellow stretch across to the 
cold blues of tho east and the silver 
splendor of the moon, for it is at full 
moon that long distance balloon races 
are always arranged to take place. 
Here and there fountain-like forms 
rise from the mass stretching beneath 
you and curl back like giant flowers; 
they are currents of hot air breaking 
through the cloudbank from below. 


"Your pulse rate rises, your respira­ 
tion grows faster* perhaps your hands 
and feet are a trifle numb, as tho 
barograph needle 
rises—indeed, 
by 
this time it has risen above the card 
entirely, foir the instruments common­ 
ly in use record only to 16,000 feet, 
and is making its mark in the metal 
cylinder; in time it will leave the cyl­ 
inder altogether. 


"If you open a bottle of water the 
air that has been confined at a lower 
level pops out as if you were open­ 
ing a bottle of charged water. Going 
higher still—for men have reached an 
altitude of seven miles—the air is so 
thin that one must take along oxygen 
to breathe, the pressure of sea level 
being 15 pounds. Up here you are sub­ 
jected to only half the pressure; you 
feel lighter than cork; the nerves are 
drawn taut. 


"If you poke a pencil or your finger 
into your skin the indentation will 
remain just like making a hole in a 
piece of puttf. 
Doctors call this 
‘pitting/ and on the surface of the 
earth they take It as a proof that life 
is extinct. 
There is less 'mountain 
sickness’ than one would think, judg­ 
ing from the nausea felt on the high 
peaks of the earth, but then in moun­ 
tain climbing there is great physical 
exertion, exhaustion even, and here 
there is absolute calm—nothing to do

THE SUNDAY DINNER. 


A good dish for Sunday dinner la 
a roast of beef with browned potatoes. 


The 
potatoes 
may 
be 
parboiled «and added an 
hour before the roast ia 
done and the gravy used 
for 
b a s t i n g 
them. 
Thicken the gravy by 
using 
four 
tablespoon­ 
fuls of 'fat and four of 
flour; when well blend* 
ed add water to make of 
the right consistency. 


A good vegetable to serve with this 
roast will be onions. 
Cook them un­ 
til tender, letting them soak at first 
in cold water with a half-teaspoonful 
of soda, then the strong flavor will be 
removed. Dress with cream, salt and 
pepper, or wit£ a rich white sauce. 


Lettuce and Asparagus Salad.—Take 
cooked asparagus tips, arrange on let­ 
tuce and serve with French dressing. 
Or a few sliced tomatoes and cucum­ 
bers, alternating the two, will make a 
most attractive and tasty salad. 


Fig 
Pudding—Take 
a 
cupful 
of 
chopped suet, one pound of figs, three 
eggs, two cupfuls of bread crumbs, one 
cupful of sugar and a cupful of milk. 
Mix well and steam three hours. For 
the sauce soften a half cupful of but­ 
ter, add a cupful of sugar, and when 
light add a tablespoonful of vanilla 
and a well-beaten egg. 


A most enjoyable vegetable salad 
which might be served for this dinner 
in place of the ones mentioned is 
shredded cabbage, which has been well 
crisped in water and served with vine­ 
gar, sugar and thick cream, either 
sweet or sour.

TWO TYPES ARE EMPLOYED 


On* la Rigid and the Other Semirigid, 


and Good Results Have Been Obtain- 
ed From Both—Proved Their Worth 
During Italo-Turkith War—Machine 
Guna on Land Squadron. 


Borne.—Italy's air force ranks third 


numerically—right after Germany and 
France. Two successful types of air- 
ships havo been evolved—the Erfgaca. 
Specialist! (nonrigld) and the FOrlaninl 
(semirigid) types. 


Captain Crocco and Ricaldoni, hav- 


ing achieved fame in aerodynamic re- 
search Tvork, were assigned to develop 
the first Italian military dirigible in 
1904. Its trial in 1908 was satisfactory. 
The type was Improved Into the P 
class of Italian dirigibles. The P-l, in 
1909, flew from Bracciano to Naples, 
a three hour trip. The P-2 the next

Enrico Forlanlnl's Leonardo da Yinci 


having proved a successful example of 
the semirigid airship, the citizens of 
Milan bought a ship from him and pre- 
sented it to the government, calling it 
the Citta di Milano, in 1913. Another 
Forlanlul type has been added to the 
fleet 


The most recent additions have been 


a 40,000 cubic meter Brlgata Specialist!, 
called the G-l, and a speedy V-l, built 
by the saino establishment after plans 
by an aerial engineer named Yerduzio.

The Italian aeroplane fleet, which

On Two-Cent Passenger Rates 
The farmers of 
this 
nation 
are 
vitally interested 
in railroad rates 
and 
equity 
be­ 
tween 
passenger 
and freight rates 
is especially im­ 
portant 
to 
the 
man who follows 
the plow for the 
farmer 
travels 
very little but he 
is a heavy con­ 
tributor 
to 
the 
freight revenues. 
S o m e 
o f 
t h e 
i Btates have a two cent passenger rate 
and whatever loss is incurred is recov- 
j ered through freight revenue. The jus- 
Itice of such a procedure was recently 
{passed upon by the Supreme Court 
tof West Virginia and the decision is 
| so far-reaching that we have asked 
¡L. E. Johnson, president of the Nor­ 
folk and Western Railway whose road 
j contested the case to briefly review 
I the suit. Mr. Johnson said in part: 
“Some ten years ago, passenger 
fares were fixed by the legislatures 
of a large number of states at two 
• cents a mile. , As a basis for such 
¡economic legislation, no examination 
¡was made of the cost of doing the 
¡business so regulated, nor was any 
• attention given to the fact whether 
I such a rate would yield to the rail- 
jway companies an adequate or any 
¡net return upon the capital invested 
( in conducting this class of business. 
; 
“Such a law was passed in* West 
(Virginia in 1907. 
The Norfolk and 
Western Railway Company put the 
Irate into effect and maintained it for 
#two years. 
Its accounting during 
| these two years showed that two 
/ cents a mile per passenger barely 
paid the out-of-pocket cost and noth­ 
ing was left to pay any return on 
capital invested. It sought relief from 
¡the courts. 
Expert accountants for 


both the State and the Railway Com­ 
pany testified that the claims of the 
railroad were sustained by the facts. 
Two cents did not pay the cost of 
carrying a passenger a mile. 
The 
State, however, contended- that the 
railroad was earning enough surplus 
on its state freight business to give a 
fair return upon the capital used in 
its passenger as well as its freight 
business. 
For the purposes of the 
case, the railroad did not deny this, 
but held to its contention that the 
State could not segregate its pas­ 
senger business for rate fixing with­ 
out allowing a rate that would be 
sufficient to pay the cost of doing 
business and enough to give some 
return upon the capital invested in 
doing the business regulated. 
This 
was the issue presented to the Su­ 
preme Court. 
Its decision responds 
to the judgment of the fair-minded 
sentiment of the country. 
The Su­ 
preme Court says that, even though 
a railroad earns a surplus on a par­ 
ticular. commodity by charging rea­ 
sonable rates, that affords no reason 
for compelling it to haul another1* 
person or property for less than cost 
The surplus from a reasonable rate 
properly belongs to the railway com* 
pany. 
If the surplus is earned from 
an unreasonable rate then that rate 
should be reduced. 
The State may 
not even up by requiring the railroad 
to carry other traflic for nothing or 
for less than cost. 


The decision Is a wholesome one 
and demonstrates that the ordinary 
rules of fair dealing apply to railway 
companies. The fact that one makes 
a surplus on his wheat crop would 
never be urged as a reason for com­ 
pelling him to sell his cotton at less 
than cost. 
It would not satisfy the 
man who wanted bread to be told 
that its high price enabled the cotton 
manufacturer to get his raw product 
for less than cost. 
In this case the 
court reaffirmed the homely maxim 
that each tub must stand upon its 
own bottom/*

It Is only 
those who know 
that can give us 
Information 
and 
the 
farmers 
of 
America 
should 
listen attentively 
to what the men 
who manage rail­ 
road 
property 
have to say. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt, exec­ 
utive head of tho Southern Pacific» 
has written an artici© dealing with 
tho financing of railroads. 
He said 
In part: 


“The financing of a railroad Is a 
function which tho people, through 
their servants, the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners and the Legislators, have 
•never attempted, but it is a most im­ 
portant problem, especially to sec­ 
tions of a State where new railroads 
are needed. The placing of securities 
has been left entirely with the pro- 
moter and owner of railroads. 
' 
“The immediate determination of 
■ what earnings the railroad shall be 
! permitted to receive and what bur- 
i-dens it shall have put on It is in the 
hands of other servants of the public 


—the Legislator! and the Commis­ 
sioners. 


•’Managing a railroad is quite differ­ 
ent from managing a government 
where the money is raised by taxa­ 
tion. 
When the expenditures, for 
good reasons or otherwise, increase, 
taxes can be equally increased. 
The 
railroads, while servants of the pub­ 
lic, cannot raise money with such 
ease and facility. The railroads must 
keep their expenditures within their 
incomes 
because while they have 
some control over their expenditures 
they have almost no control over their 
incomes, their rates being fixed by 
public authorities. 


“There is not a railway ¡manager in 
the country today who is not fearful 
that under the press of increasing de­ 
mands the transportation systems of 
the country will, in a few years, break 
down, unless the railroads are allowed 
to earn larger funds wherewith to 
build it up. 
There are vast sections 
of the country, especially in the West, 
where more railroads are needed and 
they cannot be built unless the rail' 
ways raise new capital. 


"People invest money In order to 
make money, and they are skeptical 
as to whether they can make money 
by investing in concerns that are dealt 
with stringently and unfairly. 
Rail­ 
road securities must be made more 
attractive to invite investments, and 
in order that they may be made more 
attractive, the roads must be allowed 
earnings that will enable them to 
meet the increased capital charges.11

Little Diggers Reveal Ancient Indian 


Graveyard. 


Santa Monica, Cal.—A peculiar dis­ 
covery has been made of a fossil bed 
up the coast at the mouth of Topanga 
canyon. Some years ago a man living 
there unearthed some excellent speci­ 
mens of fossils and supposed Indian 
bones. Recently a large heap of black 
dirt was noticed at the edge of the 
beach, and upon investigation it proved 
to be the burrow of a family of squir­ 
rels. 


The little diggers had piled up on tho 
surface of the sandy soil perhaps 250 
pounds of black sand, in which were 
pieces of clam shells, fossils and bits flee^cy for 
of human bone. There were even rocks 
J^f I 
01KT 
weighing close to two pounds. 
The 
dirt was just as it had been dumped 
by the animals, and bones and fossils 
were mixed together with the rocks 
and sand. The bones have been iden­ 
tified as those of human beings, sev­ 
eral specimens showing conclusively 
that they at one time had constituted 
the framework of a stalwart Indian 
brave. 


Theories have been advanced by men 
interested in osteology, but no definite 
conclusions have been reached. 
They 
think that the bones are those of In­ 
dians, but that they are hundreds of 
years old. 
The squirrels must have 
burrowed many feet, or else the beach 
in the years past was nearer to the 
mountains than it is at present. 


That is natural, for the chunge is 
made by the yearly washing of quan­ 
tities of sand and rocks from the inte­ 
rior down to the mouth of the canyon. 
Tho old burying ground is now prob­ 
ably many feet below the surface, and 
only tho busy little ground squirrels 
know the exact location of the rest of 
the bones. 


Discovery of their upturned canoe some 
distance below the breast of the ham at 
Heine* locks, a popular boating place near 
Reading, has lead to tlie belief that Hex.* 
ry Haae, 18 yearBold, and Otto Neuroth, 
aged i7, both high school students of

When the Italo-Turkish *war began 
several Ps and an M vero shipped to 
Libya. They proved of great value in 
tho military oircrntlons In Africa. 


Enrico Forlnnlni’s Leonardo da Yinci 
having proved a successful example of 
the semirigid airship, tho citizens of 
Milan bought a ship from him and pre­ 
sented it to tho government, calling it 
the Citta di Milano, in 1913.

Forlnnini typo inis been added ta tho 
fleet. 


Tho most recent additions havo been 
a 40,000 cubic meter Brigata Specialist!, 
called the C-l, and a speedy V-l, built 
by tho same establishment after plans 
by an aerial engineer named Yerduzio.

Eleven dirigible sheds nro 
scattered over Italy.* 


The Italian aeroplane fleet, which 
was a factor in the Libya victory, con­ 
sists of fifteen machines and two sea 
squadrons, each of ten machines, seven 
active and three in reserve. Tho per­ 
sonnel consists of ten pilots, oillcers 
and noncommissioned oillcers and fifty 
enlisted men (mechanics). 


The land squadrons are made up of 
armed scouts with machine guns and 
gun spotters. 
Sixty fast monoplane 
“spotters" recently wore delivered to 
the army. 
Many powerful armored 
"bombardiers” are under construction. 
The now Cnproni bombardier plane is 
a biplane, armored and carrying a ono 
inch quick Are gun in front. 
It can 
inako seventy-flvo miles an hour and 
can stay aloft twenty-live hours. 


Only four types of machines nro used 
in the Italian service, although many 
older types are used in tho aviation 
schools. 
The four are tho national 
Onprlni, tho Savohi-Farmun, tho Sit- 
Bleriot and Kieuport-Macchi.

Thousands lined the hoardwalk and 


beach, women wringing their hands 
and weeping bitterly as the tragedy 
was being enacted before their eyes. 
For more than thirty minutes more 
than 200 lives were in peril from the 
pounding surf, which 
herded them 


into a deep slough running seaward 
from the strand at Chelsea avenue. 


Three others, one of them a young 


woman, are missing and. may have 
met the same fate. 


The victims are: John Lisle, of 


Philadelphia; Charles Green, a fisher- 
man, of Atlantic City; William Crow 
and James McCay, of Philadelphia. 


Those missing are a young woman 


whose name is said to be Cramer, 
Frank Brigham, of Phpadelphia; Dr. 
John F. Coultes and Charles Matlack. 


Six fishing skiffs returning from the 


fishing grounds off shore were upset 
simultaneously in the 
breakers 
at 


Mississippi avenue. Green was ren- 
dered unconscious and a score of the 
fishermen were hurled into the broil- 
ing breakers. Green was dead when 
taken ashore. 


Later, while 
hundreds 
were joy- 


ously leaping about in the great comb- 
ers along the Chelsea front, between 
Morris and Sovereign avenues, with 
thousands watching from the board- 
walk 
railing and hotel 
porches, a 


shrill cry went up. 


Two minutes later no fewer than 


200 persons, many women and chil- 
dren among them, were shrieking for 
help. The rising tide had filled an 
"offset," or slough, and as the panic- 
stricken hathers 
turned 
shoreward 


they plunged into it, over their heads. 
Pandemonium ensued. Horror gripped 
the hearts of the watchers, for there 
were but two guardsmen at hand, Os- 
car Channel and Walter Margerum. 
' While these brave men raced sea- 
ward, lifehuoys on their arms, to reach 
the bathers farthest out, the bathers 
formed a human life line to reach the 
others. 


One man, believed to have been Mc- 


Cay, was within a few feet of help 
when the human line crumbled under 
the battering of the seas, and others 
hathers dragged its members to the 
beach. 


Men, women and children 
were 


dragged out unconscious and stretch- 
ed on the beach. There were eighteen 
of them at one tide, and they went 
back to fight for others as they were 
revived. 


John Lisle was within easy reach of 


the shore and in no danger, when he 
saw a young woman, now believed to 
have been Miss Cramer, throw up her 
hands and scream as she felt the 
undertow dragging her down. 


Without an instant's hestitation he 


struck out for the drowning girl and 
was fighting manfully to reach her, 
when she sank. Lisle 'then turned to 
regain the beach and seemed to be 
making good headway when he sud- 
denly threw up his hands and went 
down like a stone. One of the guards 
and other rescuers reached him al- 
most immediately, but he was dead 
when the shore was reached. 


French Airmen Shell Karlsruhe. 
Five hostile airmen bombarded the

Several 
persons were killed or 


wounded. A number of places suffered 
material damage, but the destruction 
wrought has no military importance. 


The German war office in Berlin 


gave out the following:

"The open town of Karlsruhe, which 


is far from the theater of operations 
and not in any way fortified, was at- 
tacked with bombs dropped by hostile 
airmen. So far as is now known some 
eleven citizens were killed and six in- 
jured. 
Military damage 
could not 


have been caused.' 


"One aircraft of the enemy was 


brought down by one of our military 
airmen and the occupants were killed. 
Another enemy aircraft was obliged 
to land near Schirmeck." 
RUSS RETREAT 


TO UlST LINE 


Rapidity of Teuton Successes 


Astonish Berlin, 


The rapidity of the Austro-German 


successes 
excites 
astonishment 
in 


Berlin. 


It was believed that the Russians 


would be able to check the allies: au- 
vance for some days on the Grodek 
line; hence the bulletins recorded re- 
sults far exceeding the expectations of 
the most optimistic observers. 


Special dispatches from the front 


describe the Russian retreat eastward 
from Grodek and- the Russian resist- 
ance from the Tanew river to the 
mouth of the Wereszyca. Air scouts 
report that the Russians have fallen 
back upon their last 'line of defenses 
protecting 
Lemberg, which is nine 


miles west of the city limits. 


The situation at Lemberg Is evi- 


dently 
precarious, as 
General von 


Mackensen 
seized the 
railway be- 


tween 
Lemberg and 
Rawa Ruska, 


which is the main line of travel north- 
ward. 


This, it is considered, gives the Rus- 


sians the alternative of preparing for 
speedy evacuation or of trying to hold 
the city, with the risk of being en- 
veloped by Von Mackensen's army 
sweeping around southeastward and 
forming a junction with General Lin- 
singen's forces. 


Grand Duke Nicholas, the Russian 


commander in chief, apparently has 
begun to realize the threatening dan- 
gers, for he has ordered the with- 
drawal of all Russian forces from the 
south bank of the Dniester. Military 
opinion in Berlin is that he cannot ex-, 
tricate his huge armies without suf- 
fering heavy losses in men and ma- 
terial. 


Emperor William, it was officially 


announced by the 
German war de- 


partment, was present at the battle 
of Beskid for possession of the Gro- 
dek line. These Russian positions are 
to the west of Lemberg, the Galician 
capital. 


A further 
success in the Austro- 


German 
drive at Lemberg was an- 


nounced by the war office. The state- 
ment 
says that the armies 
under 


General Mackensen fighting for Lem- 
berg 
and 
Zobkiew have captured 


Rawa Ruska, thirty-two miles north- 
west of 
Lemberg. 
To the east oi 


Rawa Ruska the Russians we're at- 
tacked by German troops and driven 
back. 


In the region to tne northwest of 


Shavli and to the west of the upper 
Dubysa river several Russian attacks, 
carried out In part by strong forces, 
resulted in failure. 


Regarding the approaching crisis in 


the Gaiician campaign the Bourse Ga- 
zettet of Petrograd, says: 


"If, in view of the continued Ger- 


man reinforcements In Galicia, the sit- 
uation forces us to choose between 
retainging Lemberg 
and preserving 


the freedom of our operations, It W 
possible we shall have to make a sen- 
timental sacrifice and abandon the Ga- 
lician capital."

and Jam es McCay, of Philadelphia. 


Those missing are a young woman 
whose name is said to be Cramer, 
Frank Brigham, of Philadelphia; Dr. 
John F. Coultes and Charles Matlack. 


Six fishing skiffs returning from tho 
fishing grounds off shore were upset 
simultaneously in the 
breakers 
at 
Mississippi avenue. Green was ren­ 
dered unconscious and a score of the 
fishermen were hurled into tho broil* 
Ing breakers. Green was dead when 
taken ashore. 


Later, while 
hundreds 
were joy­ 
ously leaping about in the great comb* 
ers along the Chelsea front, between 
Morris and Sovereign avenues, with 
thousands watching from the board­ 
walk 
railing and hotel 
porches, a 
shrill cry went up. 


Two minutes Qater no fewer than 
200 persons, m any women and chil­ 
dren among them, were shrieking for 
help. The rising tide had filled an 
“offset," or slough, and as the panic- 
stricken bathers 
turned 
shoreward 
they plungod into it, over their heads. 
Pandemonium ensued. Horror gripped 
the hearts of the watchers, for there 
were but two guardsmen at hand, Os­ 
car Channel and W alter Margerum. 


While these bravo men raced sea­ 
ward, lifebuoys on their arms, to reach 
the bathers farthest out, the bathers 
formed a human life line to reach tho 
others, 


One man, believed to have been Mc­ 
Cay, was within a few feet of help 
when tho human line crumbled under 
the battering of the seas, and others 
bathers dragged its members to the 
beach. 


Men, women and children 
were 
dragged out unconscious and stretch­ 
ed on the beach« There were eighteen 
of them at one time, and they went 
back to fight for others as they were 
revived, 


John Lisle was within easy reach of 
the shore and in no danger, when he 
saw a young woman, now believed to 
have been Miss Cramer, throw up her 
hands and scream as she fe’lt the 
undertow dragging her down. 


W ithout an instant’s hestitatlon he 
struck out for the drowning girl and 
was fighting manfully to reach her, 
when she sank. U sle then turned to 
regain the beach and seemed to bo 
m aking good headway when be sud­ 
denly threw up his hands and went 
down like a stone. One of the guards 
and other rescuers reached him al­ 
most immediately, but he was dead 
when the chore was reached.
